Where to Place Load - 


Wagon Pulls Easier When Load Is 
Over Back Axle 

When you load a wagon with part 
of a load, you/naturally put the load 
over the front axle and say that it is 
easier for the horses to pull the load 
when placed thus. But you are 
wrong. . A series of tests lasting 
three days has “been . completed at 
Iowa'Experiment Station to show that 
a@ wagon pulls easier wlien the part 
load is put over the rear axle. \ It 
takes twenty-elght per ecént. more 
power fo pull the load when placed 
over the front axle.
